When he answers a call from 
Pelham Cares, Tom Boyce usually 
says yes. 

“We’H call him when we’re 
in a bind and he’ll take as many 
assignments as we offer,” said Betty 
Brown, client services co-ordinator 
for Pelham Cares. 

Boyce is one of 19 volunteer driv¬ 
ers for Pelham Cares who take cli¬ 
ents to doctor, dentist and other 
medical appointments. 

“I can say no,” said Boyce. “But 
I’ve been at it long enough that we 
all become good friends and I know 
I’m needed.” 

He points to his yellow Fonthill 
Lions Club baseball hat with “we 
serve” across the front. 

“That’s what we do. Besides I like to 
talk yak and they listen,” he chuckled. 

“You get great satisfaction from 
this. People are very appreciative of 
what we do.” 

Brown is looking for more vol¬ 
unteers to ease the workload on 
drivers like Boyce. 

They take more than 75 regular 
clients to doctors offices, testing 
centres, rehabilitation areas and 
hospitals across Niagara. 

Occasionally, they make trips 
to Hamilton, Toronto and once to 
London, said Brown. 

Ideally, Brown said they want 
to limit the workload on volun¬ 


teer drivers to two or three times 
a month. The number of calls 
depends when drivers say they are 
available, she said. Most appoint¬ 
ments are between 8 a.m. and 2 
p.m. Monday to Friday. 

In 2009, Pelham Cares provided 
363 rides. In 2010, that Jumped by 
29% to 432. 

The numbers are going up 


because the senior population is 
increasing in a the town has no 
public transit services.

Crossley steps up for cancer treatments

Over sixyears, E.L. Crossley 
Secondary School students 
have raised $70,000 to fight 
cancer. 

During the first five, the 
student council sponsored 
Terry Fox runs. This year, it 
stepped in another direction. 
It held a Rankin Cancer Run 
and Walk. 

“The money goes directly 
to Niagara cancer services,” 
said student council prime 
minister Shannon Wassenaar 
to explain the decision by the 
council. 

During an assembly, before 
the walk on Thursday stu¬ 
dents heard from cancer sur¬ 
vivor Trisha-Lee Halamay. 

The Brock University stu¬ 
dent was hit by cancer in 2004 
when she was in Grade 6. She 
spent "two years and 20 days” 
going through intense cancer 
treatments in Hamilton 
and then gradually lesson¬ 
ing treatments while in high 
school at Governor Simcoe. 

“I always thought cancer 
was something only old 
people got,” she told the 
Crossley students about her 
initial reaction to learning 
she had it

“Every day I had to go to 
Hamilton because we did not 
have the facilities in Niagara,” 
she said. 

In an interview later, 
Halamay said she would 
“never take back the experi¬ 
ence of having cancer. It gave 
me a lot more than it took 
away. It gave me a sense of 
purpose.” 

She speaks at schools 
because she wants to alert 
young people to presence 
and dangers of cancer. 

Run director Mary 
Ann Edwards introduced 
Halamay, who she coached 
and taught. 

Edwards said the Niagara 
Rankin Cancer Run began 
in 2004 with the intention of 
supporting cancer services in 
Niagara. 

Over the years the walk, 
usually held in St. Catharines 
at the end of May, has raised 
$2.54 million. 

It has gone to services 
such as Hospice Niagara, 
Wellspring Niagara and 
hospital cancer programs 
in Welland, Port Colborne, 
Fort Erie, Grimsby and St. 
Catharines. Grants go to 
charities and hospitals for 


treatment and education 
related to cancer. 

The last Rankin Run in May 
raised $604,000, Edwards said. 
The next once scheduled for 
May 26,2012 at the Grantham 
Centre in St. Catharines. The 
run takes donations through¬ 
out the year and encourages 
fundraisers such as the one at 
Crossley. 

She pointed out Crossley 
had a team in the last run and 
more schools in the region 
are holding their own events.

Wainfleet mayor April Jeffs 
a former Crossley student, 
praised the students initiative 
in putting together the walk.

Food and farming action plan 2021 


I he Agricultural Task Force 
-L at Niagara Region recently 
circulated a draft document 
called: Golden Horseshoe Food 
and Farming Action Plan 2021 


It proposes to lay out a plan to 
make the Golden Horseshoe the 
leading food and farming cluster in 
the world. Several quotations in the 
document caught my attention and 
are the subject of this column. 

A leading food processor 
commented, "Think of agriculture 
as the solution provider to society.” 
This follows on the agricultural 
slogan, Farmers Feed Cities. 

A Globe and Mail article captured 
the importance of agriculture to our 
economy: “The country’s largest

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3 that produces auto parts o 
high-tech gadgets like Blackberries. 
It’s food. The sector is the largest 


manufacturing industry by sales, 
the most recent statistics show 
sales set a record last year, topping 
$80 billion - more than textiles, 
paper, machinery and aerospace 
combined.” 

The economic activity in the 
Golden Horseshoe alone is 
estimated to be $12.3 billion. 

Food safety is increasingly a 
concern for shoppers as witnessed 
in last week’s tragedies in the United 
States related to the consumption of 
cantaloupes. 

“Canada is positioned to leverage 
the trust we Canadians have in 
our safe food supply to gain the 


confidence of the world. Canada 
can become renowned for food of 
outstanding quality as Switzerland 
is for the integrity of its finance 
sector” claims the president of 
Ontario Agri-Food Technologies. 

Of interesting note came a 
comment from The Grower, March 
2011 issue which claims “ Walmart 
Canada is estimated to be the fourth 
largest buyer of fruits and vegetables 
in Canada. Their pledge is to buy 
100% local in season.” 

We, as informed consumers, can 
make this demand of all suppliers 
by paying attention to the labeling 
noting country of origin. 

The import and export figures for 
food are rather dramatic. A Local 
Food organization claims that 
"Canada imports more than 53% 
of its vegetables and over 95% of its 
fruit. Red meat imports have risen 
600% over the last 40 years. In fact in 
15 years, our food imports increased 


by 160% while Canada’s population 
increased by only 15%. Ontario, with 
some of Canada’s best farmland, has 
annual food imports valued at $4 
billion from bananas to more exotic 
citrus and other fresh and processed 
products. For each apple exported 
from Ontario, five are imported. For 
pears, the ratio is one exported for 
every 700 imported.” 

The President and CEO of Farm 
Credit Canada says it all. 

" Agriculture is the backbone of a 
strong and healthy Canada. It’s one 
of the countries top five industries, 
contributes $130 billion to our 
economy each year and provides 
one in eight jobs. The bottom line is 
that agriculture matters to Canada."

Recent fires used 
to make the point

Fire prevention officer Saskia 
Holditch used startling local fire photos 
Monday as she outlined her goals to 
town council. 

Fire Prevention Week begins Sunday 
with the Pelham Fire Department pro¬ 
moting installation of sprinkler systems, 
creation of home escape plans and the 
proper positioning of smoke alarms. 

“We have had a number of fires this 
year including these two," as she flashed 
photographs of the charred remaining 
basement of a Sumbler Rd. home and 
the gutted interior of a Canboro Rd. 

The Sumbler Rd. home caught fire 
while the family was at the beach. 

"The smoke alarms worked but since 
it was in a rural area no one heard 
them,” she said. The original wooden 
house, which she showed in a real 
estate advertisement insert, was com¬ 
pletely destroyed. 

In the Canboro Rd. fire, smoke alarms 
going off saved the life of a sleeping res¬ 
ident. They were checked a few weeks 
before the fire. 

Holditch said in Canada sprinkler 
systems are not mandatory, as they are 
in some parts of the United States. 

“However, if you are building a new 
home they can be installed inexpen¬ 


sively,” she said. “They can make a big 
difference.” 

Every family should have a home 
escape plan and practise it twice a year. 

“Make sure it includes a meeting 
place outside,” she said. “We can waste 
a lot of time looking for people who may 
be having coffee with the neighours." 

Smoke alarms are compulsory on 
each level of a home and outside bed¬ 
rooms, she reminded council. 

“You’d be surprised how often we 
find alarms with dead batteries or are 
disconnected, when we do inspections,” 
she said. 

On Tuesday, during Fire Prevention 
Week, Fonthill firefighters from Fire 
Station No. 1 will carry out door-to-door 
inspections. 

Fenwick firefighters will show off 
their new Fire Station No. 2 with an 
open house from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m., which 
will include a Transformer-style vehicle. 

North Pelham firefighters will also 
have an open house from 5 p.m. to 9 
p.m. at Fire Station No. 3 on Sixteen Rd. 
It will feature fire extinguisher checks 
and training. 

During the week, firefighters will visit 
schools. 

On Thursday at 1 p.m. Holditch will 
take a fire truck to the Pelham Public 
Library to donate books and demon¬ 
strate bunker gear.

Pelham Fire Department’s extrication 
team pulled out a lot a cash during its 
E-Waste Day.

Kita said just over $2,000 was used to 
purchase stabilizing jacks for the com¬ 
petitive extrication team. 


The rest was distributed to the three 
Pelham volunteer firefighter associa¬ 
tions, who assisted during the day. 

The team will use the jacks when 
it competes in extrication team 
competitions. 

They will also be used for local emer¬ 
gency work to stabilize cars during 
removal of victims in accidents. 

“What we learn in competitions, we 
pass on to other firefighters during our 
regular training,” Kita said. 

Those sessions at the three fire halls 
have paid off. 

The Pelham team recently won 
an international competition in Long 
Island, New York. It defeated teams 
from full-time and volunteer fire 
departments. 

Pelham medic Terry Beckett won the 
best medic award. 

“It’s a compliment to our regular train¬ 
ing we did so well," said Kita.
